American public a year ago. and the 
large number of accidents w hich were 
traced to the failure of engine drivers 
to see signals has caused the Prussian 
railway administration to adopt a new 
signal apparatus. 
The feature of the 
new* system lies in the warning given 
the engineer that lie is approaching a 
signal about 110 yards before the sig 
nal itself is actually reached, says the 
New York Times. 
This is accomplish­ 
ed by the use of an electric cab signal 
system which rouses the driver’s at­ 
tention by ringing a bell and exposing 
a w hite slide directly before his eyes 
In the cab. 
With his attention thus 
stimulated the driver will have 110 e x ­ 
cuse for running by a signal in a fog. 
This combination of outside and inside 
apparatus does aw ay with the objec­ 
tion railroad men have made to signal 
devices before the engineer’s eyes in 
the cab, which they 
believed would 
tend to make him pay less attention to 
the line of road stretching before him. 
W atching from the locomotive Is ab­ 
solutely necessary for the safety of the 
train and would gradually be left uu 
performed if attention was distracted 
entirely to the little signal apparatus 
in the cab. 
The apparatus now* used In Prussia 
ou several railroads is as follows: At 
a fixed distance from the signal post 
two parallel Iron bars with a small 
space between them are mounted along 
the track for several yards. 
There Is 
attached 
to the locomotive 
an 
arm 
w'hicb carries a bristly broom made of 
pliable copper wires. 
The passage of 
this broom between the iron bars pro 
duces a contact which Is intense and 
free from concussion. 
An electrical ac 
tion follows upon tlie mechanism in 
the cab, a bell sounds and a white 
slide replaces a red. 
The sign remains 
plainly visible to the eye until the eu 
gineer presses a button.

pected and if he cannot clearly mak 
out the order intended will stop t!
